I am a Ph.D. candidate in American history at Claremont 
Graduate School and request assistance in locating a numismatist 
who may know the whereabouts of certain missing documents important 
to my doctoral dissertation. About 1954, Jacob Newman Spiro, a 
numismatist of Maplewood, New Jersey, possessed two warrants, dated 
17 and20 August 1748, that had been issued by Robert Hunter Morris, 
the chief justice of colonial Jew Jersey. (Sources Professor Ken¬ 
neth Scott, Counterfeiting in Colonial Pennsylvania . New York, 1955, 
pp. 60, 64, and notes 21, 28V and 29 at same). These warrants 
authorized spacious powers of search towards the arrests of John 
McNeal, Jacobus Vanetta, John Kinney, and some twenty other accused 
counterfeiters. I wish to acquire duplicates of these manuscripts 
in connection with my doctoral dissertation on the origins of the 
right against unreasonable search and seizure, 597-1791. 

Mr. Spiro is now deceased. Mr. Herbert Ochs, Spiro's son-in-law, 
however, believes that John Connors, now deceased, of Plainfield, New 
Jersey, became the next owner. Professor Scott examined these warrants 
some twenty-five years ago but informs me that he does not know who 
now has them. Mr. Philip Parks, of the International Bank Note 
Society, however, has suggested that you might possess information 
concerning the present owner of Morris' vanished Warrants, and I 
accordingly contact you in that light.
